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1. A heat-sealable multi-plied filter materia^ comprising: at least one ply containing 
natural fibers and one ply containing biodegradable, themioplastic fibers made of a member 
selected fi-om the group consisting of aliphatic polyesteramides, partially aromatic 
polyesteramides, aliphatic polyesters, partially aromatic polyesters, aliphatic polyesterurethanes, 
partially aromatic polyesterurethanes, aliphatic polyestercarbonates and aliphatic-aromatic 
polyestercarbonates; and a second ply, wherem said ply containing natural fibers and said ply 
containing biodegradable, thermoplastic fibers are connected by interpenetration of said 
thermoplastic fibers and said natural fibers to form pores.
